Annual Report of the School 
Board 


In looking over past reports of members of the school 
board we find they had the same difficulties to encounter 
that we have. We believe that many of these obstacles 
can be removed. In the first place parents should compel 
their children to attend school, and if they are not inter- 
ested enough to have them go, the truant officer should 
see that every pupil between the age of 8 and 14 years is 
in the schoolroom. 

Some parents object to sending their children when 
their homes are some distance from the schoolhouse say- 
ing it is too far for them to walk and ask that the town 
pay for conveying the pupil. In nearly every case that 
has come up the past year it seeined that the parents were 
more anxious for the money than they were about the dis- 
tance their children had to walk. I will mention a few 
cases that have come before us. 

In the fall of 1906 one woman carried her child one- 
half day to school, the pupil being under 8 years of age, 
and brought in a bill of $2.00 per week. ‘The schoolboard 
took no notice of the bill and just before Christmas she 
sent another bill saying she wanted them to ‘“‘hurry up 
and pay the bill,’’ for she wanted the money to buy Christ- 
mas presents with. That same scholar has had $33.00 of 
the school money the past year paid for conveyance. Is 
that right, when the average pupil gets only $17.00? 
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In another case the scholar walked every day to 
school and was on the roll of honor and the parent took 
the money for conveying the pupil. 

We could cite many more cases but will not fill up 
the space allotted us, but will ask the question, What 
would the scholar do if he or she were put back a few 
years in their parent’s time ? 

We truly believe the towns are doing too much for 
their scholars. They pay for their books, example paper, 
pencils, etc., etc. It teaches them to be destructive and 
wasteful. 

We have had 30 weeks of school the past year and 
although it was something of an experiment we find that 
it has proved a great success. 

We have tried to make our schools as large as we 
could by combining two or three districts, which has made 
it more interesting for both teacher and pupil and we be- 
lieve 30 weeks none too much for the scholars of New 
Hampton. 

We have tried to hire the best teachers but we find 
them scarce. As far as possible we have given the pref- 
erence to those of our own town, and most of them were 
either graduates, or had been pupils at New Hampton In- 
stitution, and thev are perfectly satisfactory to the present 
school board. 

You will see that the wages that have been paid have 
averaged $7.00 per week. We think the time will come 
when it will be necessary to pay $8.00 in order to secure 
the best teachers. 

Our schoolhouses are in a bad condition. With the 
small amount of money we have, it is impossible to repair 
them all, as they should be, in one year. 

Last spring it was thought best by the school board to 


\ 
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do thoroughly what repairing was tobedone. It took allthe 
‘money that was raised for repairs and some the law allows 
of the school money besides, but that schoolhouse, witha 
new stove and some painting, will last for many years. 

We would recommend that the town repair its school- 
houses by raising money each year to repair one or two. 

New histories have been put in the school. After 
examining several kinds, we agreed upon the Mont- 
gomery, which is used in N. H. UL. I., and endorsed in 
most of the high schools and academies of the state. 
Have also added copies of the ‘‘Robinson Crusoe’’ series 
of readers, and ‘‘Che Sturv of the Thirteen Colonies,’’ 
which have made it more interesting forthe scholars. We 
believe there should be a change in the geography, as the 
present book is too dificult for the average district school 
pupil. 

In closing, we would say, one of the most essential 
questions for the town to consider is, who is the best per- 
son to serve on the school board? Every voting member, 
male or female, in town, should attend school meeting and 
be interested in school affairs.
